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City Prepares Gala KNX-C
Tax Refunds 
Due As Suit 
Is Decided

More than 150,000 taxpayers. 
In this and other communities 
of Los Angeles county will rc1- 
celve refunds on their 1938-34 
axes as a result of the BUte 

Supreme Court's decision In the 
suit of the Southern Sdrvlce 
Company against Los Angeles 
county and the city of Los An­ 
geles, County Auditor J. M. Low- 
cry estimated this week. 

Lowcry said he was unable to 
approximate the total amount of 
the refund, but attorneys Inter­ 
ested in the case estimated it at 
from $1,000,000 to $3,000,000 for 
that year alone. 

In addition, a similar suit af­ 
fecting the tax levy for 1934-36 
now is pending, and similar ac­ 
tions for 1935-36 are contemplat­ 
ed. W. Sumner Holbrook, Jr., 
of counsel for the plaintiff In 
the 1933-34 action, ^contends that 
the same conditions in regard to 
the fixing of the levies prevailed 
for the three fiscal years. 

Nearly 100,000 claims for re­ 
funds on 1934-35 taxes 'have been 
filed, but the recent decision 
does not affect them, except that 
It may serve as a precedent, 
should the high court decide the 
conditions were the same In the 
two years. The law allows 
claims for refunds within three 
years after the date of payment, 
so time remains for filing claims 
on 1935-36 taxes, attorneys point­ 
ed out.

Minor is Only 
Local Winner

Unofficial returns on the elec­ 
tion of members of the county 
central committees for the vari­ 
ous political parties were an­ 
nounced Tuesday by Registrar 
of Voters W. M. Ken-. The re­ 
sults showed that only one local 
resident was apparently elected. 
He was Harry S. Minor, steel 
worker, who was on the Demo­ 
cratic ballot. 

There were 20 candidates for 
the seven Democratic commit­ 
tee members alloted to this (68th) 
assembly district. The results, 
with the first seven apparently 
elected, follow:

There were eight Republican 
candidates for the seven posts. 
The first seven, following, ap­ 
pear to be elected: Garretson, 
2,250; Haley, 2,581; Hennlng, 2,- 
557; Lepper, 2,067; Mann, 2,404; 
Metcnlf, 1,959; Raycraft, 2,630 
and J. C. Smith of Torrance, 
1,898. 

Only three Townscnd party 
candidates were on the ballot 
and they tallied at: Boyd, 41, 
3elgcr, 44 and Glldden, 47.

Tests Prove New 
Transmitter Has 
Great Power

Four weeks of exhaustive tests 
under the supervision of E. K. 
Cohan, CBS director of engin­ 
eering; Leo Shepard, supervisor 
'Of the plant, and James L. Mid- 
dlebrooks, CBS liaison engineer, 
the new 50,000-watt transmitter 
here has been found to operate 
above the engineers' expecta­ 
tions. 

Extensive field tests during' 
the last month have shown the 
signal Intensity of the new trans­ 
mitter to exceed by several per­ 
cent the specifications laid down 
for it last year. Linked with the 
$1,750,000 KNX studios which 
were opened this spring in Hol­ 
lywood's Columbia Square, the 
new transmitter completes Amer­ 
ica's most modern and efficient 
broadcasting unit. 

Tremendous Amplification 
Some idea of the delicacy and 

complexity of this huge trans­ 
mitting instrument may be 
gained from a glance at the 
amplification range over which 
It must carry program Impulses 
without the slightest distortion. 
The Impulses emanating from 
the studio microphone are so 
weak that it would require the 
output of some 24,000,000,000 mi­ 
crophones to illuminate a single 
40-watt light bulb. 

Amplified for transmitting pur­ 
poses, the same Impulses leave 
the 490-foot tip of the KNX an­ 
tenna tower with enough power 
behind them to illuminate a 
small town. The output ratio 
of microphone to. transmitter Is 
one to 36 trillion.

Oil Boom Moves 
South and West 
With Big Rush

Altho the South Torrance oi 
field continued to hold its lead 
as one of the major producing 
centers of the state this week 
there were unmistakable indica­ 
tions that the boom is sweeping 
farther south and east. Presenl 
drilling in the Lomita and Har­ 
bor City extensions of the loca 
field Is proceeding rapidly. Con­ 
trasted with the South Torrance 
activity which has been limited 
to a few blocks, the new develop­ 
ment is expecteS to cover sev­ 
eral square miles. 

Operators In this area were 
considerably irritated by news 
stories appearing late last week 
in a Los Angeles paper that pur­ 
ported to show drilling in South 
Torrance has "collapsed" and 

j the field was settling back to its 
pro-boom stagnation. The state 
mining and oil bureau, It was 
determined by local men inter­ 
ested in the South Torrance field, 
has received no filings of aband­ 
onments here for the past month 
  a fact which proved the Los 
Angeles report was greatly in 
error. 

Completion of the   Lcrmans 
No. 1 well by California Star Oil 
in the D and B Harbor City area 
was reported Tuesday with pro­ 
duction fixed at 750 barrels a 
day. Oil men predict that with­ 
in two weeks the adjoining ter­ 
ritory will be seething with ac­ 
tivity. They say the trend of 
affairs around the D and B dis­ 
covery well will reaoh its peak 
of development ab«ut Dec. 1. . 

May Convert Gas 
The Lcrmans producer is the 

fourth to be completed in the 
.Lomita extension. There are 22 
wells cither drilling or preparing 
to drill in that area at the pres­ 
ent time. In addition, locations 
for about 15 new projects have 
been staked, according to field 
reports. 

Because a large quantity of 
natural gas has been discovered 
at the booming Harbor City ex­ 
tension, 'a gas absorption plant 
is being planned for that area 
by the Inglewood Gasoline com­ 
pany, now making surveys with 
a view to erecting the plajnt if 
production is found 'sufficient. 
Three wells completed by the D 
and B Oil company there arc 
said to be releasing large quan­ 
tities of natural gas. With plans 
to develop nearly 100 drilling 
sites within a few months, oil 
men are seeking means to util­ 
ize the escaping wet gas and 
make it into gasoline. 

General Petroleum and Super­ 
ior Oil may run lines to the field 
and make use of their nearby 
tank farms. Superior operates 
an absorption plant on Nor- 
mandie avenue near the edge of 
the field. 

More Wells finished 
The Texas company Is drilling 

it 2,260 feet in Its Oakley No. 1 
well, east of the D and B; Rich­ 
field Oil is grading a site for its 
Spring No. 1, and the Sierra 
Trading company Is building a 
derrick for Its first drilling Job 
there. 

Pumping 210 barrels of 27.0 
gravity cutting 1.0 percent, C. L. 
McWherter's Kalna No. 1 on 
235th, one block cast of Penn­ 
sylvania, was completed this 
week. Flat Oil has finished its 
No. 1, on Pennsylvania slightly
